In  1999  the  Boston  Red  Sox  will  host 
the  third-ever  All-Star  Game  to 
be  played  at  Fenway  Park. 


The  first  game  held  at  Fenway  was  on 
July  9,  1946  when  the  AL  defeated  the  NL  12-0. 

Ted  Williams  of  the  Red  Sox  hit  two  homers,  two  singles 
and  walked  in  his  five  at-bats  —  scoring  four  runs  and 
driving  in  five.  Seven  other  Sox  were  All-Star  selections 
that  year:  Johnny  Pesky,  Dorn  Dimaggio,  Bobby  Doerr, 
Rudy  York,  Hal  Wagner,  Dave  Ferriss  and  Mickey  Harris. 

Fenway  Park  was  also  the  site  of  196 l’s  second  All-Star 
Game  (two  games  were  played  annually  from  1959-62). 
That  game  featured  solid  pitching  by  both  sides  and 
ended  in  a  1-1  tie  that  was  called  after  nine  innings  and 
a  30-minute  rain  delay.  Sox  player  representatives  that 
year  were  Don  Schwall  and  Mike  Fornieles.
